Race Eyed as Motive in Arsons 


INDIAN HEAD, MD. I Racial animosity and 
revenge are among the possible motives in 
the fires that caused $10 million in damage 
in Maryland’s largest residential arson case, 
a spokesman for federal investigators said. 

Four men have been charged with arson 
at the Hunters Brooke development in Indian 
Head, where fires on Dec. 6 destroyed 10 hous- 
es and damaged 16 others. 

A federal law enforcement official speak- 
ing on the condition of anonymity said two of 
the four suspects in custody allegedly made 
racial statements during questioning. 


The suspects are white, and many of the 
families moving into the development are black. 

The federal official also said that one of the 
suspects, Jeremy Daniel Parady, was turned 
down when he tried to get a job with Lennar 
Corp., the company building the houses. 

Michael Campbell, a spokesman for the 
Bureau of Alcohol, Tobacco, Firearms and 
Explosives, said officials are considering 
revenge and race, among other motives. 

Parady and two other suspects are sched- 
uled to appear Monday before a U.S. magis- 
trate judge in Greenbelt.

Officials: Strikes on Shiite 
cities meant to disrupt vote 

NAJAF, IRAQ I Car bombs tore through a Najaf 
funeral procession and Karbala’s main bus 
station, killing at least 60 people and wound- 
ing more than 120 in the two Shiite holy cit- 
ies. Officials say the attacks, the deadliest in 
Iraq since July, were aimed at distrupting 
next month’s planned 
elections. 

The bombings came 
just over an hour apart. 

The first was a suicide 
blast that ripped through 
minibuses parked at the 
entrance of to Karbala’s 
main bus station, fol- 
lowed by a car bomb in 
a central Najaf square 
crowded by a funeral 
procession. 

An official with the 
leading Shiite political 
party, the Supreme Council for the Islamic 
Revolution, said the two bombings Sunday were 
“no doubt” linked. “These operations aim at 
driving the Shiites away from the political pro- 
cess and toward acts of revenge to undermine 
the national unity,” Jalal Eddin al-Sagheer 
said. “The whole issue has to do with elections.” 

Interim Iraqi Prime Minister AyadAllawi 
said an increase in attacks ahead of the elec- 
tions had been anticipated. 

“For sure we expect strikes and we hope 
the eyes of our people will be open to inform 
authorities and help them in doing their job,”

Leading Republicans 
hesitant to call for 
ouster of defense chief 

WASHINGTON! Acknowledging mis- 
takes in Iraq by the Bush admin- 
istration, leading Republicans 
expressed reluctance Sunday that 
the White House replace Defense 
Secretary Donald H. Rumsfeld, 
who has lost the confidence of 
some Republican lawmakers over 
the conduct of the war. 

The chairman of the Senate 
Armed Services Committee, 
Sen. John Warner, said a change 
at the top of the Pentagon would 
be too disruptive, given the elec- 
tions scheduled in Iraq for Jan. 30. 


Warner, a Republican, also said the 
administration was addressing the 
missteps that have occurred in the 
aftermath of the U.S.-led ouster of 
Iraqi President Sudan Hussein. 

“We should not at this point in 
time entertain any idea of chang- 
ing those responsibilities in the 
Pentagon,” Warner told NBC’s 
“Meet the Press.” 

Sen. Richard Lugar, the 
Republican chairman of the Senate 
Foreign Relations Committee, 
added, “We really can’t go through 
that ordeal” now of finding a suc- 
cessor. Rumsfeld “should be held 
accountable and he should stay in 
office,” said Lugar. 

Rumsfeld, who agreed to Bush’s 
request earlier this month to remain 


in the Cabinet during the president’s 
second term, won a vote of confi- 
dence from the White House on 
Sunday. 

“Secretary Rumsfeld is doing 
a spectacular job,” the president’s 
chief of staff, Andrew Card, told 
ABC’s “This Week.” 

“The president has provided 
good direction for our military, and 
Secretary Rumsfeld is transforming 
our military to meet the threats of 
the 21st century,” Card said. 

Rumsfeld has come under crit- 
icism even from GOP lawmakers 
including Sens. Trent Lott and John 
McCain, genaro c. armas (ap)

Tight Security for Inaugural 


Police plan to search 
every parade-goer at 
Bush’s Jan. 20 event 

WASHINGTON | President Bush will 
be sworn in next month for a second 
term amid the tightest security in 
inaugural history, with police plan- 
ning to search every one of the tens 
of thousands of people expected to 
line the parade route. 

Behind the scenes, thousands of 
specialized law enforcement and 
military personnel will stand ready 
to respond to any emergency.

Bold attack, killings 
in middle of busy city 
street rattles nerves 

BAGHDADIA brazen daylight attack 
in the heart of Baghdad, with rebels 
executing election workers in cold 
blood, served as a chilling reminder 
Sunday of the deteriorating security 
situation in the Iraqi capital with 
just more than a month before cru- 
cial parliamentary elections. 

A series of pictures taken by an 
AP photographer show three pistol- 
wielding gunmen, who had earlier 
stopped a car carrying the election 
officials and dragged them into the 
middle of Haifa Street. The busy 
street has been the scene of almost 
daily gunfights between the insur- 
gents and U.S. and Iraqi troops. 

The Independent Electoral 
Commission said in a statement 
that about 30 militants hurling 
hand grenades and firing machine 
guns attacked the car carrying five 
of its employees. 

Three employees, identified bas 
Hatem AH Hadi al-Moussawi, a 
lawyer and deputy director for the 
commission’s Karkh office, and two 
of his office employees were dragged 
from their cars and shot dead. Two 
escaped unhurt. 

In the dramatic photo sequence, 
one of the captives is shown lying 


on his side on the pavement, while 
a second is on his knees nearby in 
the street. The gunmen casually dis- 
play their handguns as they shoot 
the two men. 

Both victims shown in the pho- 
tos wore traditional headscarfs. The 
attackers were bareheaded, appar- 
ently unafraid to show their faces. 

The executions came just hours 
before car bombings in the Shiite 
holy cities of Najaf and Karbala 
killed at least 60 people, (ap) 


FROM HIS PRISON CELL, Saddam 
Hussein urged his compatriotsto 
remain united againstthe U.S. occu- 
pation and warned that upcoming 
elections could dividethe country, 
his lawyers said Sunday after the 
legal team’s first meeting with the 
ousted leader since his capture. 

Iraqi lawyer Khalil al-Duleimi 
met with Saddam on Thursday, his 
Jordan-based legal team said. 


“The president sent recom- 
mendations to the Iraqi people to 
remain united and notfall in the 
trap of America’s slogans,’’ said 
Bushra Khalil, a Lebanese mem- 
ber of Saddam’s defense team of 20 
attorneys. 

“He said Kurds, Arabs, Shiites, 
Sunnisand Christians are all Iraqis 
who all haveto stand united against 
the American plot,’’ she added, (ap) 


Chile’s Pinochet Improving After Stroke 


Foes say ex- dictator’s 
health scare is an 
attempt to avoid trial 

SANTIAGO, CHILE | Gen. Augusto 
Pinochet was conscious and mobile 
but remained hospitalized after suf- 
fering a stroke, the Army Hospital 
said Sunday, while the former dicta- 
tor’s family insisted that he’s too ill to 
be tried on human rights charges. 

The Court of Appeals was to 
decide Monday whether to uphold 
Pinochet’s indictment and house 
arrest for the kidnapping of nine 
people and killing of one during 
his 1973-90 regime. 

Relatives and associates said the

stroke shows that the 89 -year-old 
former ruler is unfit to stand trial. 
Lawyers representing Pinochet’s 
accusers, meanwhile, said he often 
entered the hospital in the past when 


he faced legal problems. 

Pinochet fainted during break- 
fast Saturday and was rushed to the 
hospital, where doctors said he’d had 
a stroke. Physicians say he has had 
several since 1998, resulting in mild 
dementia. The condition saved him 
from trial three years. The former 
strongman also has diabetes and 
arthritis, and uses a pacemaker. 

Pinochet “has overcome the criti- 
cal condition” from the stroke, the 
Army Hospital said Sunday.

Cuba Preps for U.S. Attack’ 


Defense exercise is island s biggest in 18 years 


HAVANA I Cubans awoke to air raid 
sirens Sunday and practiced put- 
ting on gas masks and doing duck- 
and- cover drills as the communist 
nation wrapped up a week of defense 
exercises to prepare for a potential 
attack by the United States. 

The activities, called the Strategic 
Bastion 2004 Exercise, were aimed 
at evaluating how prepared Cuba is 
to confront possible U.S. military 
action during a second term by U.S. 
President George W. Bush. 

State -run newspapers reported 


Sunday that the exercises were a 
success, and that Cuba’s “capacity to 
resist and overcome an imperialist 
aggression” was demonstrated. 

Since even before the United 
States launched its unilateral attack 
on Iraq last year, Cuban authorities 
have insisted that a similar U.S. 
strike on their country is possible. 

“The risks of a [U.S.] aggression 
are real,” President Fidel Castro said 
Sunday on Cuban television, which 
showed him checking in with offi- 
cials around the country, via telecon- 


ference, about the operation. 

U.S. authorities have repeatedly 
rejected that idea, saying there are 
no plans to attack Cuba. Last week, 
the U.S. State Department said the 
large-scale exercises in Cuba were 
really to distract people from the 
hardships of their lives. 

State media reported that a total 
of four million Cubans participated 
throughout the week in the exercise, 
which began Monday and was the 
biggest of its kind on the island in 
18 years. International news orga- 
nizations were not given official

170 Palestinians

The decision followed Egypt’s 
Dec. 5 release of Azzam Azzam, an 
Israeli Arab who served eight years

diers. Sharon called the decision a 
“goodwill gesture” and spoke of “deep 
friendship” for Egyptian President 
Hosni Mubarak. 

A senior Israeli official said the 
move was also aimed at Abbas, who 
is the leading candidate in a Jan. 9 
election to replace Arafat.

Mystery company 
purchases oil giant 
in Kremlins crosshairs 

M 0 S C 0 W I An unknown group made 
the only bid Sunday for the main 
production unit of Russia’s largest 
oil producer, Yukos, agreeing to pay 
$9.3 billion for one of Russia’s most 
prized assets for half of what foreign 
auditors say it was worth. 

The sale of Yuganskneftegaz 
reduces Yukos to a shadow of its for- 
mer self, one of the heaviest blows 
to a company that has been the tar- 
get of a persistent government cam- 
paign. The government says it wants 
to collect $28 billion in back taxes. 
Yukos officials say the Kremlin — 
President Vladimir Putin in particu- 
lar — is punishing it for the politics 
of its now-jailed founder, Mikhail 
Khodorkovsky. Russia’s wealthiest 
man, Khodorkovsky has been in jail 
since Oct. 25 on charges of fraud and 
tax evasion. He is now on trial. 

It was not known from where or if 
the buyer, BaikalFinansGroup, had 
accumulated the financing for the 
deal, and several analysts suggested 
the unknown company might be a 
front for Gazprom, the Russian state 
natural gas conglomerate. Gazprom

Redskins Better Than NFL’s Worst 


5-9 Washington takes 
incremental steps on 
road to improvement 

REDSKINS I Approaching the end 
of Joe Gibbs’ comeback season, the 
Washington Redskins have become 
good enough to beat the bad teams 
while staying somewhat competitive 
when losing to the good ones. 

That might not sound like much, 
but any measure of progress is wel- 
come when the record is 5-9. 

Over the past four weeks, the 
Redskins have mixed victories 
over the woeful New York Giants 
and San Francisco with respectable 
losses against Super Bowl contend- 
ers Pittsburgh and Philadelphia. 
Gibbs’ team has yet to beat a team 
with a winning record this sea- 
son, but at least early losses to the 
Giants and Cleveland are fading 
from memory. 

‘We know that we have something 
to look forward to,” running back 
Clinton Portis said after Saturday’s 
26 -16 victory over the 49ers. ‘We have 
to win out this year, and next year we 
will be a contender.”

Perhaps, but first the offensive 
problems that have lingered all sea- 
son will need to be fixed. 

Patrick Ramsey had another 
interception-free game, completing 
18 of 27 passes for 214 yards, but big 
scoring plays are still elusive. Portis 
got his obligatory 100 -plus yards in 
victory — the team is 5-0 when he 
hits the century mark, 0 -9 when he 
doesn’t — but he needed 35 carries 
to reach his final tally of 110 yards. 

Despite his erratic year, Portis is 
217 yards from becoming the first 
back in NFL history to run for 1,500 
in each of his first three seasons. 

The Redskins are close to yet 
another milestone, one that will 
make Gibbs cringe. They are 35 
yards away from becoming the 
Hall of Fame coach’s first team to 
amass 1,000 yards in penalties for 
a season. 

Gibbs’ command of play- call- 
ing and clock management have 
shown signs of rust after a dozen 
years away, but at least he has forged 
a team unity missing in previous 
seasons. 

With games remaining against 
Dallas and Minnesota, a three-

Military simulators 
use screens, sets to 
mimic war situations 

MILITARY I It was 90 degrees, 
and soldiers Kevin Messmer and 
Kroften Owen were hunched in a 
rubble-strewn apartment. Messmer 
surveyed the Iraqi city from the win- 
dow and found an insurgent strong- 
hold. Owen called the coordinates 
into a radio. 

Seconds later, the room shook as 
a bomb annihilated the target. 

The mission was a success. 
Except it didn’t exist. 

2nd Lts. Messmer, 24, and 
Owen, 23, of the 3rd Battalion, 
30th Field Artillery Regiment, use 
“Urban Terrain Module,” a military 
simulator that’s a mix of video game 
and Hollywood sound stage. 

The room is littered with plaster 
and debris. A picture hangs side- 
ways, a vase’s smashed remnants 
lie on a table. 

Hidden speakers envelop the set 
with sounds. The window? A screen 
showing a cityscape. 

Across a hallway is the Outdoor 
Terrain Module, where a Humvee 
parked on sand faces a screen. 


Soldiers call in artillery strikes in 
the desert. 

Rick Bleau tweaks the envi- 
ronment — such as sunlight, wind 
and temperature — and invokes 
malevolent commands: Heads in 
the window too long hear incom- 
ing bullets. 

Since the center went live in 


September, more than 300 offi- 
cers have trained there. 

The multimillion- dollar system 
began in 1999, when the Army part- 
nered with educators, video -game 
makers and entertainment compa- 
nies to create environments that 
mimic wartime. 

“It’s really all about cognitive 


training,” said Randy Hill, the 
Institute for Creative Technology’s 
director of applied research. 

The Army saves money on live- 
fire training. Outdoor exercises don’t 
convey battles’ chaotic nature, said 
Col. Gary S. Kinne, the Joint Fires 
and Effects Trainer System director 
at Fort Sill, Okla. matt slagle (ap)

Musical biopics are 
becoming darker 
and more interesting 

FILM I Hollywood has traditionally 
played its musical biographies by the 
numbers: chronological narrative 
peppered with production num- 
bers, the inevitable career decline, 
capped by an inspirational finale 
and a swell of strings. 

But today’s musical biopics are 
taking an increasingly creative and 
nonlinear approach. In some cases, 
straight narrative is replaced with 
daring storytelling that can be at 
once expressionistic and surreal. 

Perhaps the most striking char- 
acteristic of the new biopic is the 
attention filmmakers are lavishing 
on the music itself. 

Three high-profile releases rep- 
resent the next step in the evolu- 
tion of the big- screen musical biop- 
ic: “De -Lovely” recaps the career 
of songwriter Cole Porter; “Ray” is 
a dark, sometimes -brooding take 
on the late R&B titan Ray Charles; 
and the upcoming “Beyond the Sea” 
reinvents the life of vocalist Bobby 
Darin with producer- director- star 
Kevin Spacey in the lead role. 

“I think we will see more of 
these kinds of movies,” said “De- 
Lovely” music arranger/music pro- 
ducer Stephen Endelman, “and I 
think they can be more interesting 


if they come from the music.” 

Indeed. Next year. Fox plans 
to deliver James Mangold’s “Walk 
the Line,” with Joaquin Phoenix as 
Johnny Cash, and “The Wild and 
Wycked World of Brian Jones” has 
been announced, with Leo Gregory 
to star in Stephen Woolley’s feature 
about the founding Rolling Stone. 
In addition. Palm Pictures has a 
Jimi Hendrix project in the works. 


and Killer Films is planning a Bob 
Dylan picture. 

“The things in the film I was 
going for were not just performanc- 
es,” said Taylor Hackford, producer- 
director of the well-reviewed “Ray.” 
“What I was looking for were dra- 
matic moments ... when the charac- 
ter is not in performance mode.” 

Hackford isn’t the only filmmak- 
er who labored for years to bring 


a current musical dream project 
to the screen: Spacey ’s pursuit 
of the Darin role began about 15 
years ago. 

Echoing sentiments voiced 
by producer- directors of other 
new-look musical biopics, Spacey 
said, “The music was, to me, the 
most important driving part of

TV Loses Its Faith 


A study claims negative portrayal of religion 


TELEVISION I Entertainment pro- 
grams on TV mention God more 
often than they did in the mid- 
1990s but tend to depict organized 
religion negatively, a study released 
Thursday said. 

The Parents Television Council 
watched every hour of prime-time 
on the broadcast networks during 
the 2003-04 season and logged 
2,344 treatments of religion. They 
judged 22 percent of the mentions 
positive, 24 percent negative and 
the rest neutral. 

The conservative group’s last 
study, released in 1997, found far 
fewer mentions of the topic — an 
average of once per hour compared 
to three per hour last season. 

But any mention of a religious 
institution or member of the cler- 
gy was at least twice as likely to be 
negative, the council said. 

“Ninety percent of the American 
people believes in God,” said Brent 
Bozell, the council’s president. “It 
is an important issue to most peo- 
ple. Hollywood is attacking the very 
thing that they consider impor- 
tant in their own lives. Perhaps 


Hollywood ought to be changing 
its world view.” 

Negative examples varied wide- 
ly, from comic Jimmy Kimmel jok- 
ing on the American Music Awards 
that winners should resist thanking 
God to a Catholic priest admitting 
on “The Practice” that he had had 
sex with a woman who was later 
murdered. 

Well-publicized scandals about 
pedophile priests made Catholics 
particularly vulnerable, the coun- 
cil found. 

“Catholicism is in the bulls -eye 
of the entertainment medium,” 
Bozell said. 

His group singled out NBC, 
saying its mentions of religion 
were nearly 10 times more likely 
to be negative than positive. “Law 
& Order” episodes, which tend to 
have stories ripped from the head- 
lines, helped skew those numbers, 
the group said. 

Bozell noted, however, that one 
of the negative NBC examples the 
PTC cited — Karen on “Will & 
Grace” quipping, “Let’s go by that 
historic church and turn it into a

gay bar” — reflected as poorly on 
the character as on religion. 

Among the positive examples, 
the PTC cites a “JAG” episode 
where a character prays to God to 
say hello to her dead mother, and 
an “American Dreams” episode 
where an actor playing a medical 
student says a surgery is partially 
in God’s hands. 

Bozell said he’s not suggesting 
that all television programming 
“ought to be about St. Teresa” or 
even be all positive about religion, 
but that Hollywood should keep in 
mind the overall picture it presents 
to viewers, david bauder ( ap )

I’m a recent college grad who’s 
working full time now. As the year 
winds down, there’s less work 
around the office. There are days 
when I just surf the Net. I’m com- 
pelled to bring a book or something, 
but that seems very unprofession- 
al. Yet, there is no real work!

Tech companies now 
prefer wunderkinds 
with college degrees 

Caleb Sima marvels at how angry 
people got when he fled high school 
for a computer job during the high- 
tech boom. 

“I’m going to see you taking out 
my trash,” his principal told him. 

Ha. Boasting a six-figure sal- 
ary as chief technology officer of 
an online security company, Sima 
is one of a select group of young 
techies who hit it big without an 
academic pedigree after technol- 
ogy and Internet-related businesses 
exploded in the late 1990s. 

These days, there are few like 
him. Matching his diploma-less feat 
is more difficult since the tech bub- 
ble burst in 2001, and fewer try. 

Data from the U.S. Bureau of 
Labor Statistics show that the num- 
ber of those skipping college for the 
tech world has declined steadily for 
years. There were 40,000 16- to

19 -year-olds working in comput- 
er-related occupations in 2000; 
18,000 in 2003. 

“While a small number did strike 
it rich by rushing into the work 
force, I would estimate that about 


the same percentage struck it 
rich by buying lottery tickets,” 
said Steven Rothberg, presi- 
dent of Minneapolis-based 
CollegeRecruiter.com. 

Bill Gates and Michael Dell 
became billionaires without hav- 
ing finished college. But they are 
looked upon as flukes. 

“It’s so difficult to find an IT job 
now” without a degree, Rothberg 
said. “Five years ago, if you weren’t 
incarcerated and had a pulse, you 
had a pretty good chance.” 

The Information Technology 
Association of America in 
Arlington, Va., estimates there 


are 10.5 million IT workers. But 
competition is intense and quali- 
fications have risen, spokesman 
Bob Cohen said. 

“Employers really want to see 
people with a four-year degree, or at 
least a two-year degree and signifi- 
cant certification,” he said. “Their 
expectations have gone up.” 

Sima doesn’t think teen techies 
should ditch school. 

“I’m not saying that someone 
who is a high-school kid but doesn’t 
know what they want to do should 
do it,” he said. “I think you have to 
somewhat realize what your goal 
is and be able to set yourself up for
